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Mr. Rose's Narrative continued. 


HEN the firft extraordinary Awakening of Nombett 
was in this Congregation, tho’ I knew the Odjre- 


tions made agninit the Outery: at Cambuflomg , and 
the bedily Difireffes many were under there, and was latished 
in my own Mind, that there was mething in thefe Objections ; 
vet when I heard thefe Outcries, and faw the bodily Diftrefies 
forme of the Awakened were under, it proved at fir/l very mew hy 
to me, it appeared wnpleafont yea even rocking : | theretore re- 
folved, that as foon as any fell under remarkable Diftre’s, they 
fhould be carried out of the Congregation into a feperate Place ] 
had provided for them, and appointed fome of the B idevs to tarry 
them off accordingly. allo pray’d, that if it were the holy 
Will of Gop he would bring them to a Sight of their Sin and 
Danger, without thefe bodily Dittrefles, which were fo u 
fant to behold, fo diftreffing to the People thetnfelves, and 
offenfive to feveral. The Lorn in a little Time difcowered 
unto me my Error and Jmprudence in this. For after I had cons 
verted for fometime with the Diftrefe'd, 1 found the DiflreG 
of their Minds to be fo great, 28 they comld wet but maturally 
have fuch Effects upon their Bodies. I enquired of many of 
them, (What they apprebended and felt in their Minds before they 
fal a Trembling, cried cut fainted ? They told me, Thet 
they were under dreadful Apprebenfien: of the tteribla Woranh of 
Gop dat 79 them for ther _ e/picrally for ther flighting of 
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Jesus Curis by Unbelicef. This View made what was be~ 
fore fhocking eafy to me. I look’d upon it as the Effect of a: 
due Regard to the Wrath of Gop, which Sinners in a State of 
Nature are under and lyable to. I beheld them as Enemies to. 
the King of Glory, falling under him riding in his Glory and 
Majefty, and making his Arrows fharply pierce their ~ tome 
I found alfo, that the Congregation inftead of being difturbed 
with their Outcries, were more difturbed by carrying’ them 
oe 3; and the People’s Attention much leffened in hearing the 
ord. Several left the Place of Hearing,ané went where the 
Diftrefs’d were to gaze upon them. It was alfoa confiderable 
Inconvenience when there were no Minifters here, to direét and 
comfort the Diftreffed, that they were left with thofe who 
could giye them noAffiftance. “Fhe Number of theAwakened 
were much diminifhed, and came foon to be very few. I 
obferved that fome were awakened while they had the Diftref- 
fed in their Sight, and heard Exhortations given:in the Place 
where they were convened. From this I was perfwaded, 
that the Example of others under {piritual Terrors and-Diftrefs, 
was one of the Means the Lorp was pleafed to make U/e of to 
bring Beholders to confider their own State and Way ; and to 
attend more carefully to what they heard from the Word of 
Gop. Several of the Awakened told me, that they were 
brought to a Concern about their Souls, by fuch aReafoning as 
this within themfelves ; ‘* Thefe People under fo much Dif~ 
“* trefs, are far from being fo great Sinners as I have been and 
<< am: How ftupid and hard heasted then am I who am alto- 
«* gether unconcern’d? And if they be afraid of the Wrath 
** of Gop, Ihave far greater Reafon to be fo.’’ There ap- 
peared to me to be nothing more unreafonable in making ufe 
of the Example of the Diftrefs’d, to make other fecure Sinners 
afraid of Sin and the Wrath of Gop, than there is in the Law 
punifbingCrimes publickly to make others afraid to commit them. 
1 was alfo convinced that it was fnful in me to wifh or defire, 
that the infinitely wife and fevereign Lorn, fhould order his 
own Work in any other Way than what pleafed himfelf. 
There were alfo fome Brethren, who did not think the Way 
I had taken, to remove the Diffrefs’d, to be the beft; and 
therefore after fome Weeks Trial L altered it. I am now of 
Opinion, after all that I have feen and experienced relating to 
this Work, that it is beft to leave the Diftre/s’d to their Liberty, 
and in the Congregation if they incline, until it be a 
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the Work at Kilfyth. 


‘No Mean, whichProvidence puts in ourHand is to be omitted, 
that hath a Tendency to awaken fecure Sinners. 

I received a beautiful Letter from a Gentlewoman at fome 
‘Miles diftance from London, relating to this Part of my Method : 
She had feen a Letter of mine printed at London, wherein I 
declared my Refolution to remove the Diftrefs’d.out of the 
Congregation. This occafioned her writing tome. It came 
to my Hand after I had chang’d the forefaid Way. . This ap- 
spears to me to be the moft properPlace to infert this fine Letter, 
which I am perfwaded will be entertaining to my Readers.

¢¢ I beg you’! pardon my Boldnefs in giving you the Trou- 
“¢ ‘ble of a Line from me. The Occafion is this : I read the

‘¢ of the Progrefs of the Gofpel, printed at London ) the Ac- 
“* count of Gop’s wonderful Work in the Converfion of 
** Souls, which your Eyes have feen of late. And glfo, with 
** Concern, did Iread the Account of your Care to guard againft 
‘¢ Objections, by removing the Wounded that could not forbear 
“*° crying, unto your Barn ; and refolving to have a Sermon but 
‘* oncea Week. And tho’ a deep Senfe of my own Littlenefs, 
*¢ Vilenefs and Unworthinefs forbids me to take any Notice 
‘* hereof unto you ; yetam I encouraged hereto, inafmuch 
*¢ as the fuperiour Members in Curist’s Body, can’t fay 
«© to the Inferior, no not to the Meaneft of all, 2 have no 
“* need of. thee. Let me intreat you therefore, to put a favou- 
*¢ rable Conftruction upon this Freedom, that a Stranger ufeth 
<* withyou. A Stranger, Didi fay? Sol am Sir, as being 
‘¢ unknown in the Flefh. But bleffed-be Gop we that were 
<¢ fometime afar off, are made nigh to Gop, and to each 
*< other by the Blood of Curist. Being then in this Ref- 
*¢ pect, no more Strangers and Foreigners, but fellow Citi- 
¢< zens with the Saints, and of the Houfhold of God ; permit 
<< me tho’ in another Room, to havea tiltle Paper Converfe 

<¢ with you about our Lorn’s Family Affairs. | 
‘¢ Dear Sir, The Triumphs of the REDEEMER, the once 
<¢ flain, -but now reigning LAMB, in the Conquefts of his 
¢¢ Love and Power over his redeemed ones, that are ftout 
<< Hearted and far from Righteoufnefs, are exceeding delight- 
“ ful toall thatloveHim. They cannot but fay, Ride prof- 
de E 2 ‘Ss peroufly 
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#* peroufly upon the Word of Truth' Worthy is th LAMB! 
© And let the whole Earth be filled with bis Glory! Amen, amd 
** Ame. My Soul rejoiceth with poor Scotland, for the 
** Lorp‘s loving Kindnefs towards you, and that the fame 
** happy Work, which was begun when the dear Mr. White- 
*t field was with you laft, being carried on by others of the 
*¢ Servants of our precious LOR D, increafeth, and reacheth 
¢© even as faras unto you. Oh Sir, I doubt not, but filled 
¢* with Wonder you often fay, Whence is it that my Lord fhould 
** come tome! that he foould thus vifit us! Indeed Sir, ’tis a 
‘© Wonder of Gon’s free, fovereign Grace, ; that is and 
*¢ will bejuftly the Matter of your prefent and eternal Adora- 
** tion. Our Lorp’s Voice to you is, Rejoice greatly O 
© Daughter of Lion, for la, I come, and willdwell in the Mid/t 
t* of thee. Qh may Zion’s KinG reign and profper ! May 
¢* he be feen among you, in his Glory and Majefty ! and may 
‘* Thoufands of ftout hearted Sinners, become his willing 
** People in the Day of his Power! When CurisT brings 
** in his other Sheep, his Doves in Flocks to their Windows ; 
*< this isa Work that fills Heaven and Earth, Gon, Angels 
*¢ and Saints with Joy ; 2 Work that fills the World with 
*¢ Wonder, and wicked Men and Devils with Envy, Rage 
‘* and Contempt. But yet it isa Mork, in which the Glory 
** and Majefty of the GopHEAD thines | and tho’ the united 
** Powers of Darknefs, tho’ Earthand Hell combine againft 
** it, they fhall never prevail. For Gop has fet His Kine 
** upon his holy Hili of Zion : And reign he muft, until all 
‘* his People are faved to the uttermoft, and all his Foes made 
** his Footftool. Amen. Hallelujah 4 
‘* Since then, my dear Brother, the Kinc of Glory, the 
*« Prince of Grace, hath bleffed'you ; not only with the hea- 
*< ring of the coming of his Kingdom, but alfo with the Syght 
“* of its Majefty and Glory ; let me humbly intreat you ‘to 
** beware that you don’t dilpleafe him, I fear your removing 
“¢ the Wounded by bis Arrows (as he rides on his Throne ) into 
«* a Corner will do it, and provoke him to depart from you. 
‘¢ If the Kine of Glory, deicends inthis Majefty among you, 
‘< and ftrikes fecure Sinners with the Terrors of his Wrath, 
<< whereby they are made, froma felt Senfe of their perifhing 
<< Condition, tocry out, What muf? we doto be faved? Why 
«< muft thefe Trophies of his Victory be removed out of the 
‘6 Affembly? This Cryis what was common in the 
ss Aime, 
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ss Time, and no doubt will be fo again, and much more 
«* abundant, as the Glory of the latter Day approacheth. If 
s¢ it isthe Lorp’s Pleafure to Work this Way; letus with 
‘© Joy adore his Wifdom herein, and not be afham'd of it, 
se ato were endeavouring to hide it from the wonde- 
s* ying Multitude. No, Tho’ fome fhould contradi& and 
ss blafpheme. Our Lor p’s Work is honourable and glorious, 
** and the Joy of his Friends ; however defpicable and hate- 
*¢ ful it may be tohis Enemies. Curis will plead his own 
ss Caufe ; And Wifdem is juftified of ber Children. And there 
«* 7; no End, nor can be any good Fruit of feeking to obviate 
“¢ the Objcéfions of an ungodly World, and the Company of 
<< carnal, worldly Profeflors. Their Cavils will be smnume- 
«<< yable. Like thofe of the Pharifees of old ; whofe Prejudice 
** wasunconquerable, and byall the Evidence of divine Pow- 
*¢ er, which was difplayed in our Lorp’s Miracles: For ftill 
they had, and the/e will have, fomething or other to carp at. 
+* Therefore let us that love the Lorn Jesus, rejoice to fee 
him work in bis own Way, altho” by the Power of his Word 
He wounds Sinners fo deeply, as to force from them avery 
grievous Cry in the open Congregation. Our dear Lorp 
«* may have a fourfold Defignherein ; Firff, The Difplay of 

bis omnipotent Power, in conquering the fout-hearted, to the 
** Glory of bis Namz, and the ‘Foy of his Children. a2dly, The 
S* awakening of others of bis chofenyet dead in Sin. 3dly, The 
‘© biding the injfide Glory of bis Work, by the Meanne/s of its out- 
** ward Appeovnuce, from the carnal Eye, and the leaving thofe 
$s bis amplacable Ememies who have finned againft the Light, to be 
“© judicially dismded ; and {0 to fill up the Meafure of their Sin, 
** in de/pifing aud oppofiag his Work, and thereby to fit themfelves 
“* for their righteous C m at the great Day. athly, 
“ The bearing Waitne/s before all even the moft hardned Sinners, 
“* of the Mifary of all by Sin ; and the forefbewing to them 
“¢ asin a Spacimen the Terrors of that Day, when he’ll come in 
** the Clouds, aud every Bye foall fee bim, and all the Kindreds 
“< of the Earth foall evail becaufe of bien. And +f thefe Things, 
« Sir, fhould be imtended ; 1 humbly think, ’tis moft ‘Wif- 
“* dom, not to remove the Wounded j mto Comer: and there- 

“< Dy hide the Work of the Lorn, when he thus makes bare 
“* his Arm: And that fo to do will difpleafe him. 

“ Amd as the diftrefied Souls are numerous, and their 
*¢ Ditrefs, their Fears of eternal Death, fo great; 1 hum- 
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** bly conceive, that there is an extraordinary Call for the 
«* Preaching of the Gofpel, the Words of this Life, in order 
to relieve and comfort them, to draw them on to believe 
in Jesus, to their prefent Joy, and everlafting Salvation. 
** Oh dear Sir, Be not afraid to preach Curist’s Gofpel, 
nor to let it be preach’d, to perifhing Sinners, if it was 
pollible from Morning to Evening, in Seafon and cut of Sea- 
fon; There can come no bad Confequences of that. Pro- 
claim the Glory of Curistr’s Perfon, the Fulnefs & Free- 
nefs of his Salvation, his Almightinefs, and Willingnefs to 
faveSimners to the uttermoft ; that fo theW ounded may be 
«< healed, and the Diftrefled fet their HopeinGop. To deal 
with thefe Souls in private, for Inftru€tion and Confolation 
whom theLor p hath converted im publick ; I humbly think 
is not to follow the Lorn in theWay which he goes before 
** you. Thus Sir, having frecly imparted my Thoughts, [ 
«« leave them entirely unto theLorp,and defire he may dire& 
£* you to a& as fhall be moft for hisGlory. Wifhing allProf- 
** perity: And requefting your Prayers: Iam, 

Dear Sir, &c. 
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As to preaching the Word of Gop upon Work-Days I re- 
folved at firft only to have it upon the Wednefday, which we 
accordingly had. Some Days we had threeSermons, fometimes 
swo, and at otherTimes one, as theLorp providedInftruments. 
Thus we continued for fome Weeks: I obferved an uncom- 
mon earneft Inclination in the People of all Sorts to hear the 
Word of Gop ; I could not reafonably think that this would 
Jaft long, and therefore I thought myfelf warranted, from the 
Example of our Lorp Jesus CHRIsT to have the Word 
more frequently preached to them while they were fo prefling 
and eager to attend unto it. What determined me further to 
this was, that the Sword of the Spirit was at no Time now 
unfheathed, but fome were cut to the Quick by it: As alfo 
where weeklySermonswere not fet up or butfeldom kept, fewPeo- 
ple were awakened in otherCongregations and this good Work 
went but flowly on. I therefore embraced every Opportunity 
of frranger Minifters coming to the Place to give Sermons to the 
People ; and that they who needed rather a Bridle thana Spur 
in hearing, might not be hindered in their neceflary worldly 
Affairs, thefe Sermons were ordinarisy in the Evening when 
the Days Work was near an End. The/e occafional Sermons 
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were never without fome good Fruit in awakening fecure Sin- 
ners, and alfo in comforting fome who had been formerly a- 
wakened. I have never heard to this Day of any Parents or 
Mafters in’ this Congregation, who complained that their 
Children orServants were drawn away from theirDuty by thefe. 
Means. Yea this very Day I made baniey of fome Hafband- 
men living in different Parts of theParifh, if now when Harve/ 
was begun they obferved, any Past of the Work and Labous 
in the Parifh undone or farther behind, through the frequent 
Attendance upon publick Ordinances,or by the Means of the 
many awakened and fpiritually diftrefled, in theCongregation ;. 
They replied that there’ was no fuch Thing to be feen ; asalfo 
that they had heard the pooreft fay that their Work went bet- 
ter on than ordinary,and that they found not anyLack. They 
obferved alfo that their Hay Harve/?, which is a confiderable 
Labour in this Parifh was got a third Part of Time fooner over 
than ordinary, & noticed the fingularGoodnefs of God therein. 
I received a Letter about the Beginning of this Work, wrote 
with great good Senfe and Piety ; which contributed much to 
my having Sermons more frequently than I had defign’dat firft, 
taking great Care at the fame Time that fecoud Table Duties 
fhould not be neglected or hindered. 1 thal] aot grudge to 
Copy a good Part of the farefaid Letter.

My very dear Friend, 
“I Return you my hearty Thanks for your moft acceptable 
«© Letter of the 21ft which I got thisMorning. Ihave 

*¢ Jook’d on the Affair of Cambu/lang, from the Beginning,as 
*< avery glorious Work of Gon, and my daily Prayer about 
“¢ it, has been, that the remarkable Down-pouring of the 
‘* Hoty Guost, there, might as the Cloud like the Man’s 
‘¢ Hand, quickly overfpread the whole Hemifphere. We 
“¢ muft reckon upon it, that where the Lorp CurisT is, 
*¢ in fo glorious a Manner, makipg Conquefts ; Sataz will 
‘© be at work too ; that bufy, aétive malicious Spirit will be 
“© doing all he can to di/praife the Work of Gov, and furnij/h 
‘* the Wicked, and the Lukewarm with fametbing ta fy again/t 
it: Too greatCare therefore cannot be taken to avert Re- 
¢ proach and Calumny. Yet at the fame Time, the fear of 
‘* Man, muft not be fo far given Way to, as to determine 
*¢ you to leave any Thing undone which may forward the 
*€ good .Work. If it was a Ground of People’s cavilling at 
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“* Cambuflang that they had Sermon every Day, and thereby 
“© firft Table Duties juftled with the Second, it poffibly may be 
** going too far on the other Side to have but one S:rftom- Day 
“* with you in the Week: while the Wind blows fair croud on 
“© all the Sail you can; but | hope the Lor > whofe Work it 
“© is, will direé& you to what is beft----I have fent it to---And 
*¢ fome more fuch, who will in fecret, in private and in pub 
“¢ lic, blefs Zion’sGon for thefe gloriousStreams unexpectedly 
“© and furprifingly pouring out onSpots of his Vineyard ; and 
*€ join in Cries to him not to ftop till he has watered all the 
<< Garden. 

** The Account of the Cambuflang Affair, la/t publifbed, 1 
** think, is put together with great Difcretion, and gives 
*¢ no Handle to the Enemies of Religion to work upon. If 
** no Advantage is given them,and they will notwithftanding, 
** fall on the head Corner-Stone, ’tis their own Fault. 

** TI hope theWork with you will continue, & that you will 
«¢ from ‘Time to Time lay hold of a few Moments to be as 
** good as your Word in giving me an Account of it’s Pro- 
“< grefs.-----I offer my Refpects to good Mr. M‘Laurin : 
** may much of Gop be with you and him, and all the 
*¢ Lovers, all the Helpers forward of the Work of our dear 
‘© REDEEMER. Iam moft Affe€tionately,’’ &c. 

As to the Doétrines I preached in the Congregation or elfe- 
where ; they were a Mixture of the Law and the Go/pe/ as 
much as poffible in the fame Sermon, and I obferved fuchCom- 
pofures moft blefled of Gop. The formerly Converted, and 
the Awakened who had made Progrefs, I perceived were moft 
affeéted with the fweet Truths of the Go/pel. I have feen the 
Congregation in Tears, and crying out when the Law of 
Grace from Mount-Zion, without any exprefs Mixture of the 
Terrors of the Lew, was preached. ”Tis true indeed feveral 
of the Awakened, have had their fpiritual Diftrefs increafed 
thereby, as alfo fome of the Secure have been awakened ; but 
then it was from their being convinced ,that they had as yet no 
Intereft in thefe glorious Bleffings, and fo were miferable,and 
that it would be the worft Part of their eternal Mifery to be de- 
prived of them! And thus it was as terrible to them to hear 
Heaven preached of as Hell ; feeing they faw themfelves thut 
out from it by their Unbelief. (To be continued.) 
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
